Government  Relations 
Committee 

This  week,  at  CCA’s  Government  Relations 
Committee,  members  heard  from  the  Coalition  to 
Save  Small  Business,  the  office  of  Senator  Holly 
Mitchell  and  Californians  to  Stop  Higher  Property 
Taxes  regarding  citywide  street  vending  legalization 
and  SCA  5,  the  commercial  property  tax 
reassessment. 

The  Coalition  to  Save  Small  Business  raised 
concerns  about  the  citywide  legalization  of  street 
vending  in  Los  Angeles.  Their  concerns  include 
enforcement,  trash  removal,  taxes  and  permit  fees, 
street  vending  locations  and  hours,  and  the  number 
of  permits  to  be  issued.  The  Coalition  also 
presented  street  vending  rules  from  the  cities  of 
Portland,  San  Francisco  and  New  York  that  may 
serve  as  a guide  or  model  for  L.A.  The 
coalition  wants  street  vending  regulations  to  include 
an  opt-in  system  for  the  creation  of  special  Sidewalk 
Vending  Districts,  a limited  number  of  city  issued 
permits  and  sufficient  enforcement  with  penalties 
that  deter  noncompliance. 

SCA  5,  the  Property  Tax  Fairness  Amendment, 
would  introduce  an  annual  reassessment  of 
commercial  and  industrial  properties  to  tie  their  tax 
rate  to  current  market  value.  SCA  5 would  overhaul 
portions  of  Prop  13,  which  currently  assesses 
commercial  and  industrial  properties  only  when 
ownership  is  changed  or  when  there  is  significant 
new  construction.  Small  businesses  with  properties 
valued  at  less  than  $3  million  will  be  phased  in  over 
5 years.  Opponents  say  that  the  change  would  cost 
jobs,  deter  more  businesses  from  moving  into 
California,  and  place  more  burdens  on 
businesses  of  all  sizes  in  the  state.  They  point  to 
"surgical  fixes"  that  have  been  proposed  to  fix 
loopholes  in  the  current  law  as  a better  solution  to 
problems  with  commercial  property  tax  rates.  The 
bill  is  currently  in  the  Senate  Governance  & Finance 
Committee  and  would  have  to  pass  through  both 
houses  with  a two-thirds  vote  in  order  to  move  on  to 
the  ballot  for  the  201 6 election.  The  Committee 
voted  to  table  a vote  to  support  or  oppose  the  bill 
until  more  work  is  done  on  it  in  Sacramento.
